BEST BUYS from 
MASSACHUSETTS FARMS 

9mrhir W Mouochuiilfi Diparlminl A*rfcvfh«» 

Despite the cool, raw weather 
that' has delayed the Bay State 
growing season by ten days, it 
is now time to start turning the 
earth and seeding some crops for 
your summer garden, says the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture. 

This is an excellent time to 
start the produce that likes cool, 
damp weather, and will not suf¬ 
fer from an occasional late frost: 
spina, h, radish, escarole, chicory, 
carrots and beets, to name a few. 
They should thrive during this 
period that seems not fit for 
man nor beast . . . but is good 
for hardy plants. 

Now that the frost is ou.t of 
the ground, conditions are ex¬ 
cellent for setting out shrub 
plants such as rhododendrons and 
evergreens.. They start best while 
the weather remains cool. The 
I MDA warns against adding fer¬ 
tilizer to the soil when planting 
shrub#—it’s too easy ito burn the 
itiny feeder roots. Most balled- 
and-bagged plants have plenty of 
plant food already in the ball. 
Later in the season, when the 
plants are doing well in their 
new environment, is the time to 
add some fertilizer. 

Check your nearby roadside 
stand for perennials right now; 
many of them do best by being 
set out now. 

This is the t ; mc, too, to spruce 
up what’s left of the lawn after 
the winter; to rake up the leaves 
that blow over from next door 
(you surely left none last fall!), 
and to spread lime and fertilizer 
which the spring rains will help 
leach into the soil. If you have 
any weed problem (and who 
hasn’t?), the MDA says now is 
the best time to use a lawn food 
containing the proper herbicides. 

Prominent among best buys 
from nearby farms are Crisp- 
Air apples from controlled at¬ 
mosphere storage. Cortland, De¬ 
licious and McIntosh are plenti¬ 
ful, of excellent quality,” and rea¬ 
sonably priced. Locally-grown 
greenhouse cucumbers are in¬ 
creasingly available at special 
produce counters, although all 
supermarkets do not carry them. 

Massachusetts greenhouse let¬ 
tuce is becoming fairly plentiful, 
and should be tried. The head 
resembles the Boston lettuce that 
appears later in the season. Crisp 
and delicate, it goes best when 
served as hearts of lettuce, rather 
than being broken up and tossed 
into a salad.

Like butter melting under the hot sun, the scientific and tech¬ 
nological superiority of the United States is dwindling before the 
concerted drive of the Soviet Union to excel in scientific progress. 
A short time aga, the Soviets announced completion of the world's 
first commercial-sized, fast breeder power reactor. They have 
reached this goal some 14 years ahead of the target date set for 
commercial operation of such plants in the U.S. and eight years 
before President Nixon’s goal of having a full-size demonstration 
(plant in operation in 1980. 

It is generally recognized now that the fast breeder reactor 
will be the primary energy source of the future. Authorities say 
it can be designed to prevent any discharge of radio-activity into 
the environment, and there should be less waste heat discharged 
into the air or water than in conventional reactors. Additionally, 
the breeder as it operates produces more fuel than it consumes. 
It will end the specter of an energy shortage, and the energy from 
the breeder will be badly needed to clean up the environment in the 
in the years ahead. Still, it will be years before the knowledge 
gained is put to practical use in this country. Moreovei-, it is a 
good bet that evei*y step of the way will be accompanied by protests 
and opposition frorii militant environmentalists and antiteclmolo- 
gists. 

The U. S. S. R. has seen the handwriting on the wall. It knows 
that a nation’s security, standard of living and general well-being 
are tied directly to energy. The United States is living proof of 
this truth. 



Tragedy 


Secretary of Labor James D. Hodgson notes that, "Estimates 
oi the effect of the 100-day (Pacific Coast longshore) strike indicate 
that United States expoi’ts valued at $1.4 billion, which would have 
moved through West Coast ports, were either lost to the economy 
or diverted at major expense to available open ports . . . These im¬ 
pressive figui-es do not begin to tell the tragic story of this strike. 
They do not tell of the loss of income to individual farmers and 
their families—people who are innocent bystanders in a dispute 
that can destroy them. They do not tell of the businesses . . . 
forced to lay off employees or shut down. They do not describe 
the despair of the families of woi'king men whose jobs disappear.” 

More Fragile Than We Think 

The chief executive officer of Time, Incorporated, Mr. Andrew 
Heiskell, recently delivered a commencement address at Hofstra 
University. The subject of his talk was freedom of speech—and the 
press. The bulk of his remarks dealt directly with public attitudes 
and government structures that- he feels pose a threat to the free 
press as we have known it in the United States. He noted with 
concern a public opinion survey that showed “...an astonishing 55 
percent of the American public'did not think that the press in time 
<>J peace had the right to report any story the government felt harm¬ 
ful to the national interest.” He added, “If that survey accurately 
reflects public opinion, we are in trouble, for we have forgotten the 
fundamental values upon which Ibis nation was founded.” 

There is no question that the press has its shortcomings; but, 
on the whole, the American public, through its free press, is better 
informed and thus better armed against oppression than virtually 
any other nation on earth. Mr. Heiskell noted the results of a study 
conducted by the Freedom of Information Center at the Univei'sity 
ol Missouri. “That study”, he commented, "determined that less 
than one half of the world had a free press. .. Weighing negative 
factors that ranged from direct government control to conceptrated 
ownership, from oiganized self-regulation to highly restrictive libel 
laws, the study concluded that only 1(! nations—one of them the 
United States—could he rated ‘free to a high degree.’ Since then, 
a free press has practically disappeared in most of Latin America. 
Those results indicate that a free...press may be more fragile 
and... unique than we like to think.” Of all our freedoms, nothing 
lies closer to the heart of liberty itself than a free press.

Late auto accident figures tell the story of “...the war of the 
roads in 1971.” And war it is! In the single year of 1971, the death 
toll on U. S. highways surpassed total G. I. fatalities in nine years 
of Viet Nam combat. During 1971, an estimated 55,000 Americans 
died in trail ic accidents—nearly five million were injui’ed. There 
were some 22 million accidents with a total economic loss estimated 
at a stunning $10.8 billion. Anyone pausing to reflect on these 
figures should have no trouble understanding why auto insurance 
costs have risen, nor why insurance companies urge higher standards 
for drivers and seek the development of cars that are less costly 
to repair. 

It is a sad commentary on human sensitiveness to tragedy that 
while a great many persons will ignore commonsense rules of cau¬ 
tion on the highway—until it is too late—they are extremely aware 
of bruises on their pocketbooks. Thus, the pocketbook incentive is 
n powerful ally of those seeking safer highways, safer drivers and 
ears that do not become financial disasters when fenders are bent. 


Consumer Or Worker Protection 

A new star has risen over Washington, D.C., called “Consumer 
Protection” and most politicians seem to have hitched their band¬ 
wagons to it. 

The idea is to create a new government bureau to be called a 
Consumer Protection Agency. One of its chief duties would be to 
publicize and promote legal action with regard to all the faults in 
products and services committed by companies, including manage¬ 
ment and all of the persons employed in the plants, stores and other 
woi-kshops of the nation. 

For example, the new agency would receive all customer com¬ 
plaints and put them on public display. It would be empowei’ed to 
demand private company data and the files of other federal agencies 
to obtain complaints for public display. Reports would be written, 
press releases issued, federal actions started, private lawsuits en¬ 
couraged—all to get nationwide publicity critical of companies, their 
products, and their operations. 

What could companies look forward to? Lost confidence, lost 
customers, lost sales, and lost respect in their communities and in¬ 
dustries. Also, there would be lost products, lost production time, 
and lost money, time and talent fighting public and legal battles. 

What could consumers look forward to? Higher prices and 
taxes. What can employees look forward to? Lost jobs. 

"Consumerism” as a voluntary, do-your-own-thing movement 
may be keeping those who provide goods and services on their toes. 
But, putting consumer advocates on the federal payroll with power 
to condemn products, ruin sales, raise prices and kill jobs is “pro¬ 
tection” we can do without

WINTER THAWS BRING 
SWIMMING POOL FRAUDS 

(Attorney General Robert H. 
Quinn prepares this weekly col¬ 
umn to inform Massachusetts 
residents about the state con¬ 
sumer laws.)

Dreams of a pool in the back¬ 
yard and an early morning dip 
have turned into nightmares for 
some Massachusetts residents 
who have contracted for swim¬ 
ming pools and awakened to find 
faulty workmanship and delays 
I in completion of the pool. 

Dui-ing the coming weeks 
I swimming pool companies will 
conduct intensive advei*tising 
campaigns. Before buying a 
“dream pool,” Attorney General 
Quinn urges consumers to check 
the reputation of the company 
| they do business with. 

I For the past several years the 
I Consumer Protection Division has 
l-eceived numerous complaints 
about fly-by-night companies 
which are selling pools at bar¬ 
gain prices—but in fact cannot 
produce the product at the price 
quoted. These companies require 
deposits at each stage of the con¬ 
struction. Upon signing a con¬ 
tract, a consumer pays an initial 
five to 20 percent deposit. 

The company requires another 
deposit upon delivery of the ma¬ 
terial. Another when they dig the 
hole—and then, all too often, the 
company vanishes leaving the 
home owner with a ruined yard 
and the subcontractor without 
payment for his work. 

In some cases, pool companies 
will be listed as doing business 
as company—but is in fact a cor¬ 
poration. In certain cases after 
these disreputable companies 
have completed a pool, they fail 
to honor the owner’s warranty. 
If a pool owner attempts to have 
repairs made under his wan-ar¬ 
ty, he finds that the corporation 
has been dissolved and a new es¬ 
tablished. The warranty provided 
by the old company or corpoi-ation 
is frequently worthless. 

The Consumer Protection Divi¬ 
sion cautions consumers to deal 
with swimming pool companies 
with established reputations. 


In an interview, Admiral Thomas H. Moorer observed: “...the 
most important ingredient in the security of this country is the will 
of the American people.
